subordinate, auxiliary and attached units 
or establishments, and to adjacent divi 
sions When required. Also, the supply 
and minor repair of signal equipment for 
all units of the division, organic and at 
tached, 

The Signal Company is also charged 
with the collection, charging and distri 
bution of storage batteries issued by the 
Signal Corps to units of the division 
which are not equipped with charging 
The charging and maintenance of 
storage batteries installed in a vehicle 
and used jointly in the operation of the 
Vehicle and of signal equipment installed 
therein is the responsibility of the arm 
or service charged with the maintenance 
of the vehicle. 

The Signal Company has two types of 
wrganization, one administrative and the 
other functional. Administratively, the 
company is composed of three platoons: 
theadquarters platoon, an operating pla 
loon and a construction platoon. The pla 
loon organization does not apply to opera 
lons but is one that favors administra 
lon and garrison training. Each section 
8 subdivided into sections with 
onal organization and equipment pecu 
lar to the duties of each. In addition 
0 the three platoons, there is an at 
tached medical unit. The headquarters 
platoon is subdivided into an admin 
‘stration section and a supply and trans 
portation section. The operating platoon 
'§ subdivided into three sections, the 
message center section, the radio section 
and the telephone and telegraph section. 
The construction platoon is subdivided 
into two construction sections. This ad 
ministrative set-up is shown in figure 1 
at the conclusion of this article. 

The organization of the company on a 
functional basis, as shown in figure 2, 
makes the section the working unit, 
veing subdivided into teams whose com 
bosition is determined by their functions 
id equipment. Operating teams that 
“te required to function on a continuous 
“4 hour a day basis are organized into 
reliefs.

Navy Chairman Pushes 
Reorganization Plans 


A five-man subcommittee of the Tlouse 


Naval Affairs Committee will be ap 
pointed on Monday, S Jan. to make a 
study of reorganization of the Navy De 


partment, Representative Carl Vinson, of 


Ga., Chairman of the committee said late 
this week. 
Mr. Vinson said that he has received 


from all of the bureaus of the Navy De 


partment reports on the reorganization 
bill that he drafted and distributed for 
comment, and that all of these reports 


will be made availabie to the subcommit 
tee, 


The subcommittee will be directed to 
submit its report to the full committee 
early in April, Mr. Vinson stated, ex 


pressing the opinion that three months’ 
study should sufficient to determine 
the degree for reorganiza 
tion. 

He pointed out that the subcommittee 
may decide that the existing set-up can 
he modified by executive order to elimi 
nate existing defects, thus making un 
necessary legislative action. He was very 
critical of the ship design and construe 
tion bureaus that supervised the con 
struction of the “top-heavy” destroyers. 
Mr. Vinson said that it was just another 
case of “too many spoiling the 
broth,” and deplored the administrative 
set-up that permitted changes in design 
and weight to be made without coordina 
tion. He said that the recently adopted 
organizaion which provides a coordinator 
of shipbuilding may be the answer to this 
particular problem, but expressed doubt 
that this one step will solve the problem,

Certainly no one in the department shows the slight 
est Uneasiness about the Supply Corps, that very impor 
taunt auxiliary whose function is to provide the navy 
with about as many items us the 70,000 on the corre 
sponding army list. Inevitably the navy is always in 
amore favorable peacetime position than the army, for 
the reason stated at the outset of this series; the very 
existence of the fleet, almost constantly cruising on the 
high Seas, means that the navy is constantly prepared 
for any foreseeable development, 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts is functioning 
foday almost precisely as it would in war, and on a 
comparable scale. very day in the year it) has to 
supply the main United States fleet, the Asiatic fleet of 
thirty-six miscellaneous small vessels, the small Athan 
tic squadron of twenty-eight combat vessels Cincluding 
three battleships), the special service squadron of four 
vessels near the Canal, our temporary European squad 
ron of three vessels and our shore-based submarines 
at Hawaii, the Canal and New London. Also it supplies 
the large land force at all our bases and depots, save 
for the marines, who, under the navy, maintain their 
own self-containing branches. When war comes, the 
Supply Corps, like others, lets itself out, but mainly 
has only to expand its regular activities, rather than 
to learn new ones, 

* + + 

What our navy is to be depends, of course, on what 

our general military policy is to be. The navy chiefs 


themselves do not indicate an intention to create a 
two-ocean navy, /. ¢., an independent fleet in each ocean, 
able to fight off simultaneous attacks by two strong 
foes. They seem content to expect one foe at a time, 
but wish to meet that foe far from our shores, so as 
to keep invaders entirely off our soil. 

“Our soil” in this case clearly includes Alaska and 
Hawaii and the Virgin Islands and Panama. Whether 
our Pan-American commitments call also for repulse 
of air or sea invasion of every spot in Latin America 
is, of course, a matter for determination by the Presi 
dent and Congress, rather than by the navy, but the 
army and navy are expected to be able to enforce the 
nation’s general policy, whatever that may be, and 
whenever it may be announced, 

* * ” 


The considerations which determine the desirability 
of a single large fleet, rather than the two smaller fleets 
which would make up a “two-ocean navy,” are numer 
ous, and necessarily theoretical. There is a political 
aspect in that once a vessel is ticketed as part of an 
Atlantic fleet it becomes very difficult to reassign it 
elsewhere even for the navy’s urgent needs, 

Also there is a strategic aspect. Long before Mahan’s 
day, Nelson had established the value of one mighty 
fleet which could choose its own time and place of 
attack and crush weaker opponents one by one. Tt is 
well to remember that a fleet which has, say, twice as 
many ships as its opponent, has very much more than 
a 2-to-l superiority, for all its power is concentrated 
in a battle on half of its mumber of ships, and the

opponent’s lesser power is scattered over double jx. 
number of ships. In such cases the weaker foe is likely 
to suffer very much more than twice the losses of the 
stronger fleet. 

Finally, there is the economic aspect. Individual ele 
ments of the fleet's “train” can take care of either y 
large fleet or a small one. In other words, if the majy 
fleet were split in two, it would not be possible simply 
to split the train in two; on the contrary, it would }y 
necessary to create, in part, an entirely new  trajy 
The cost of this, both in capital outlay and in mainte 
nance, would be very great. 


Altogether, the navy is committed to a single flee 
enabled, by the Panama Canal, to move at will from 


ocean to ocean. The Canal, by the way, is being 
strengthened. 
These are the general considerations Which pre 


sumably will face Congress. They come at a time of 
world uncertainty, in Europe and Asia alike, with 
warfare on the high seas uncomfortably close to Ameri 
can shores, Fortunately it is a time when the navy is 
much stronger than six years ago, and the nation js 
thereby more secure from attack, however unexpected, 
than perhaps ever before. It is a time when, for reasons 
previously explained, neither army nor navy prepared 
ness is complete, yet is so far advanced that there js 
sinall justification for uneasiness on any score. But 
with madness in foreign chancelleries, even the least 
militaristic can hardly question the wisdom of pre 
paredness——not acainst logical, but against mad possi 
hilities,

The headquarters platoon is divided 
into two The administration 
section, which corresponds to a company 
headquarters and includes the captain 
who serves as the active company com 
minder, The personnel of this company 
perform the duties of administering and 
messing the company. The captain exer 
cises direct command over this section, 
wod the first sergeant, in addition to his 
reguhir duties, acts as section chief in 
the administration of the section. The 
supply and transportation section, is 
commanded by a lieutenant who is com 
pany supply officer, under the designa 
tion Division Signal Supply Officer. 
This section is charged with the main 
tenanee of the motor transport assigned 
the company, the supply of the company, 
and in the usual cases, with the handling 
of signal supplies for all division units.

The operating platoon is divided into 
three sections: Message center section, 
radio section and telephone and telegraph 
section. These sections operate all agen 
cies of signal communication except sig 
nal supply for the division headquarters 
including all echelons thereof, 


The message center section is charged 
with providing a continuous 24-hour a 
day message center service for division 
headquarters. It provides this service for 


the rear echelon and for the forward 
echelon including that at the command 
post and at any other locations which 
may be designated as an advanced com- 


mand post or mareh control post. It may 
also be called upon to operate advance 
message centers established as a part of 
the signal system for the purpose of 
handling the relay of messages between 


tion is trained to perform all of the duties 
involved in the various steps included in 
the prescribed message-center procedure. 
A message-center chief is designated for 
each relief of a team. In addition to other 
requirements, whenever the tactical situ 
ation dictates the displacement of the 
division command post, personnel must 
he available to establish a message cen 
ter at the new location of the division 
command post while that at the former 
location continues to function. 


The message-center section includes 
only four messengers. Since the section 
is called upon to provide local, scheduled, 
and special messenger service, additional 
personnel must be detailed by the division 
commander, These requirements necessi 
tate runners or dismounted messengers, 
us well as messengers using other modes 
of transportation such as motoreyele and 
motorcar, supplemented at times by air 


planes. Additional dismounted messen 
gers may be detailed from the division 
headquarters and military police com 


pany and motorcycle and motorcar mes 
sengers from the quartermaster battal 
ion. The messengers on duty as a message 
center are under the direct supervision of 
the messenger dispatcher. The exact 
composition of the messenger section ina 
given tactical situation is governed by 
the recommendations of the division sig 
nal officer as dictated by the particular 
tactical situation. 

When pigeons are furnished the divi 
sion headquarters as an additional menns 
of signal communication, they are de 
livered to the message center, The mes 
suge center is charged with caring for 
the pigeons and releasing them with such 
messages as require their use. From the 
message center point of view they are 
classed as messengers and usually are 
handled by the messenger dispatcher, 


The message-center section is trained 
to communicate with airplanes by means 
of dropped and pick-up messages and to 
signal with panels and pyrotechnics, 
although in many situations these miaty 
be operated by personnel of the radio 
section. 

The exact organization of each message 
center depends upon the tactical situa 
tion, and therefore varies from time to 
time. The minimum personnel required 
to handle efliciently and expeditiously 
the expected message-traflic load is as 
signed to each message center, and the 
remaining personnel is held as a reserve 
at the company bivouane. Hach message

Reserve Aviators’ Duties 

A clarification of the duties of naval 
aviators, Class A-V ON), Naval Reserve, 
serving on active duty in the aeronautic 
organization of the fleet was given this 
week by the Bureau of Navigation in 4 
circular letter, No. 50-39, 

It was pointed out that aviators in the 
Reserve are specialists trained for the 
sole purpose of meeting naval aviation 
requirements. Consequently assignments 
to duty should be such as to further this 
object. However, in order to perform his 
duties efficiently, the Bureau contends, an 
aviator should be familiar with naval 
customs and procedures, discipline and 
administration, types of ships, small beat 
handling, and most important should be 
highly efficient in communications 

Consequently, it was stated: 

In aireraft carriers, at naval air stations, ef 
cetera, a naval reserve aviator’s duties di 
rectly connected with aviation occupy his en 
tire time. In battleships and cruisers re 
strictions frequently unavoidably placed on 
air operations leave naval reserve aviators 
time for duties not specifically connected with 
this specialty. Such duty may, therefore, af 
ford these reserve officers special opportuni 
ties for training in general naval subjects 

The Bureau of Navigation desires that com 
manding officers and higher authorities give 
careful consideration to the duties assigned 
reserve officers of class A-V (CN) serving 0 
active duty. Since it is not intended to de 
velop a naval reserve aviator inte an officer 
qualified for general service, such duties as 
he may be assigned in addition to those di 
rectly concerned with his duties as a naval 
aviator should tend to increase his proficiency 
in his specialty. For instance, instruction i 
fleet formations and maneuvers, types of 
ships and their characteristics, photography 
silhouettes, communication duty (especially 
in radio and as Communication Wateh Off 
cer) machine guns, boat duty, et cetera would 
all tend directly to further a naval reserve 
aviator’s general efficiency, On the other hand 
engineering duties, duties in the gunnery 
(. and R. departments (other than machine 
guns and routine divisional duties), and duty 
ax officer-of-the-deck, would not contribut’ 
toward increasing his proficiency os 4 naval 
avaitor and ordinarily should not be assigned 

It ix understood, of course, tha! the fore 
going considerations do not apply to naval 
aviators who are officers in the regular Navy 
and who may be expected to fill the highet 
administrative and command positions 
naval aviation or revert to performance of 
other line duties,

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Carlisle Barracks History 


Military History of Carlisle and Car- 
lisle Barracks, 447 pp., The Dietz Press, 
Richmond, Va, Author, Lt. Col. Thomas 
G. Tousey, MC, UBA, 


In a well written and authentically 
documented work, Lt. Col. Thomas G. 
Tousey, MC, USA, has traced the devel- 
opment of Carlisle Barracks from a 
minor frontier outpost to its present 
dominating position as one of the finest 
Medical Field Service Schools in the 
world, 


As aptly stated by President Fred 
Pierce Corson, of Dickinson College, Car- 
lisle, Pa., in the foreword of the book, 
“previous to Colonel Tousey’s studies 
only the fringes of this very revealing 
scene of American military life had been 
touched, either by the publication of 
some monograph or a more extended 
treatment of a phase of its varied uses.” 


The story of Carlisle Barracks is tre- 
mendously interesting. From its incep- 
tion in the provincial period, through the 
successive war periods and its service as 
an Indian school, cradle of some of the 
greatest gridiron teams ever to grace the 
American gridiron, to its present status 
as birthplace of a major portion of the 
greatest innovations in military field ser- 
vice medicine, Carlisle Barracks has held 
an important place in military history. 

Thirty-three illustrations depict fa- 
miliar scenes and individuals in the de- 
velopment of the school. Colonel Tousey 
took advantage of every facility available 
to produce an authentic work. From 
private collectors he obtained copies of 
early post records, from the British 
Museum in London, England, he drew 
British historical records of pre-revolu- 
tionary days at the post, and these to- 
gether with vast library facilities, both 
national and state, were drawn upon to 
present a truly complete record. 

However, despite his attention to de- 
tail, Colonel Tousey’s work is not in any 
sense a mere compilation of records. It 
provides interesting reading, particularly 
for persons interested in acquiring a 
thorough knowledge of the development 
of the Army and the Army Medical 
Corps. 

In an appendix to the volume, Colonel 
Tousey has listed all officers of the Army 
who have been stationed at Carlisle Bar- 
racks since the Revolutionary War, to- 
gether with their tour of duty, branch 
and position. There are also a number 
of biographical sketches. 
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Army Chiefs Before Committee 


Secretary of War Harry H. Woodring 
and General George ©. Marshall, Chief 
of Staff, have been asked to appear be- 
fore the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee on Tuesday, 16 Jan. to outline for the 
committee the Army’s legislative pro- 
gram for the present session of Congress. 

The committee will hold its first hear- 
ing of the session on 23 Jan., when the 
controversial Tennessee Valley Authority 
question will be taken up. Representa- 
tive Andrew J. May, of Ky., Chairman of 
the Committee, in a 26,000 word telegram 
to a number of newspapers, early this 
week charged the TVA with being 
“fundamentally dishonest in its attitude 
toward the public and toward Congress.” 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
on the other hand, regards its work in 
connection with the expansion and mod- 
ernization of the Army as completed, 
Senator Morris Sheppard, committee 
chairman, said this week. Senator Shep- 
pard said that he cannot see the need for 
any additional legislative action, assert- 
ing that completion of the program rests 
with the appropriation committees. 
Queried about his committee's intent with 
regard to the Woodring age-in-grade 
Plan, he said that no action will be taken 
until the measure clears the House. Sena- 
tor Sheppard said that his committee 
stands ready to consider whatever legis- 
lation the War Department requests. 

Concerning the controversial question 
of military training for the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, Senator Sheppard 
pointed out that Senator Robert Reyn- 
olds, of N. C., has introduced a bill pro- 
viding for such training. Senator Reyn- 
olds is a member of the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee, Senator Sheppard 
said, and if he desires to call the bill up 
in committee it will be considered. Ques- 
tioned as to his personal views on the 
subject, Senator Sheppard said that he 
has an open mind and would not commit 
himself until full hearings have been held 
and the problem fully explored. He said 
that his committee will hold its first meet- 
ing on 12 Jan.

Pay for General Ashburn 

The Comptroller General of the United 
States has ruled that Maj. Gen. Thomas 
Q. Ashburn, recently resigned head of the 
Inland Waterways Corporation, is en- 
titled to retired pay of a major general, 
because the law provides that the chair- 
man of the advisory board of the corpo- 
ration shall have rank of a major gen- 
eral, and General Ashburn occupied that 
position when he retired from the Army 
by reason of reaching age 64, on 17 Nov. 
1938. 

The Comptroller General said, “While 
the rank of major general held by the offi- 
cer on the active list, and pay and allow- 
ances of that rank, were probably limited 
to the duration of his office under the 
appointment as chairman of the advisory 
board of the Inland Waterways Corpo- 
ration, such rank nevertheless was the 
‘actual rank’ held by him at the date of 
his retirement from actual service.” 

General Ashburn continued in a civil 
capacity as chairman from 1 Dec. 1938 to 
14 Nov. 1939, when he resigned. 


USMA Cadets from Enlisted 
Men and Nat. Guard 


Secretary of War Harry H. Woodring 
this week transmitted to the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee the draft of a 
bill which would add 20 appointments 
from the enlisted personnel of the Army 
and 20 appointments from the National 
Guard to the existing quota of cadets at 
West Point from these two sources. The 
bill was introduced by Senator Hl. HL. 
Schwartz, of Wyo. 

The Secretary's action was taken as a 
result of a recommendation of the Board 
of Visitors to the United States Military 
Academy. The board found that 40 ap- 
pointments, now authorized to be re- 
served for the sons of deceased veterans 
of the World War, can no longer be used. 
The law providing the appointments 
specifies that the veteran must have died 
prior to 2 July, 1921, and inasmuch as 
the statutory age limit for entrance to 
the Military Academy is 22 years, there 
can be no further appointments to these 
vacancies. At present there are 180 ap- 
pointments to the Military Academy al- 
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located to the enlisted personnel of the 
Army and the National Guard, divided a: 
equally as possible.

As shown in the foregoing, there were pend 
ing on June 30, 1939, the cases of 4 officer 
placed provisionally in class B, and 1 office 
placed finally in class B.

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Navy Department Budget 

The Navy Department in 1941 will re- 
ceive funds for construction of 24 new 
ships, modernization of five battleships 
and three submarines, continuation of 
construction already laid down, expan- 
sion of enlisted strength by 5,250, to 
150,250, and addition of 142 officers, if 
the 1941 budget of the Sea Service is 
adopted by Congress in the form pre- 
sented this week by President Roosevelt. 

Some confusion arises in determining 
proposed Navy appropriations because of 
the fact that they are embodied in three 
separatory categories. These are the 
regular supply bill calling for $904,540,- 
657, an increase of $183,750,576 over 
1940’s $720,789,461 appropriation; an 
emergency supply bill calling for expen- 
diture of $122,697,540, and a public works 
program for the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks amounting to $50,000,000. 

Every bureau in the Navy, except Ord- 
nance, receives small or large increases 
in the regular bill, and that Bureau re- 
ceives $26,400,000 in the emergency 
budget to more than make up the $92,000 
decrease in the regular bill. The bulk of 
the emergency appropriation for that 
bureau will provide armament and am- 
munition for new construction. 

Navy Construction 

Estimated $369,000,000 is asked for 
construction of naval vessels in the fiscal 
year of 1940—an increase of $115,395,288 
over the 1940 appropriation of $253,604,- 
712; of this $369 million, $284 million is 
for construction, $85 million for arms and 
armament. These funds will continue 
vessels now on the ways and will in addi- 
tion permit work to be started on:

During FY 1941 modernization of the 
carriers Lexington and Saratoga will be 
continued and alterations to and moder- 
nization of other vessels will be under- 
taken. The submarines Nautilus, Nar- 
whal and Argonaut will be re-engined, 
and the battleships Maryland, Colorado, 
California, West Virginia and Tennessee 
will have major overhauls, principal item 
being overhaul of their engines. Altera- 
tions will cost $12,552,000, twice 1940's 
appropriation. 

The Bureau of Engineering will receive 
$37,081,200 in the regular budget (in- 
crease of $10,763,700 over 1940) and $9,- 
300,000 in the emergency budget. Repairs 
to engines and boilers will cost $12,940,- 
400; alterations of engines and boilers, 
$1,904,800; repairs to engine installa- 
tions and radio equipment not integral 
parts of vessels, $1,447,500; replace- 
ments of vessel equipage, $3,943,500, and 
additions and improvements to shore 
stations, $8,835,350, twice 1940’s appro- 
priation. This last item includes $2,156,- 
450 for Hepburn board items, $595,000 
for miscellaneous shore-based motorboats 
— $1,170,000 for new yard and district 
craft. 

Bureau of Construction and Repair 
will receive $28,177,000 in the regular 
budget (increase of $3,754,500) and $9,- 
747,000 in the emergency budget. Princi- 
pal item is $10,664,550 for repairs to ves- 
sels’ hulls. $1,495,000 will be spent on 
new district craft; $1,130,500 for altera- 
tions, and $923,510 for vessel equipage. 
The $9,747,000 emergency budget will in- 
clude funds for construction and equip- 
ping of net laying vessels. 

Personnel 

No increases in the 6,740 line officers of 
the Navy will be made as the result of 
increasing commissioned personnel by 
142, from 10,509 to 10,651 officers. Vari- 
ous corps will get the increases as fol-

Commissioned warrant officers will be 
increased by 45, from 1,615 to 1,660, and 
provision will be made for carrying 13 
retired officers on active duty. 

The regular budget provides for in- 
creasing average enlisted strength of the 
Navy by 7,450 (from 113,050 to 120,500), 
but emergency funds not only maintain 
the increase to 145,000 ordered by the 
President in his emergency proclamation 
of 8 Sept. 1939, but provide for 5,25 
additional men, for a total of 150,250. 

The Navy is the only Service of the 
United States receiving any additions in 
1941 to the increases ordered 8 Sept. for 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard. 

To provide for these emergency in- 
creases, additional funds are being pro- 
vided for the naval training stations, $4,- 
000,000 is being added to the clothing and 
small stores fund and $5,000,000 to the 
supply account fund. These amounts 
come from the emergency appropriation 
of $40,795,500 asked for the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts. Regular budget 
of that bureau is $248,509,229, increase of 
$15,339,820 over 1940. It includes a 2.5 
million increase for pay of Fleet Naval 
Reserve to $17,500,000, and 10 million in- 
crease for pay of enlisted men to $105,- 
414,821, 

Aeronautics 

For construction of new aircraft, $67,- 
798,000 is asked for the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, as against $46,898,000 in 1940. 
Other regular expenses of the bureau will 
be $43,319,500, making its regular 1941 
budget $111,117,500—nearly a 30 million 
increase over 1940. In addition, $9,800,000 
of the emergency budget is allotted that 
bureau, principally for maintenance and 
operation of aircraft. The $500,000 ap- 
propriated in 1939 for beginning con- 
struction on a rigid airship is omitted in 
1941 as it was in 1940. Appropriation for 
helium is cut from $50,000 to $30,000.

OUR PRIORITY LIST 

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired, 

2. Revision of the promotion system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned; perfection of the Navy Line Personnel Act; 
authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general; 
clarification of the coast guard promotion system, 

3. Expansion of the Regular Army and the National Guard to a strength of at least 475,000 
men with provision for complete personnel and materiel and training for 100 per cent effi- 
clency ; persounel for the Navy and Marine Corps capable of fully manning all vessels of the 
fleet and the Fleet Marine Force. 

4. Additional increases in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical knowledge 
and skill required by modernization, 

5. Active duty training and service school attendance for avallable officers of the Reserve 
Corps; appropriations for the expansion program of the Naval Reserves. 

6, Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business, 


IMPLICIT IN THE PRESIDENT’S Annual and Budget messages is a warning 
that the increases in the Army and Navy he has proposed, are of an emergency char- 
acter. He deems these increases necessary, primarily to strengthen our protection, 
und, secondarily, for the influence a powerful armament will have on the development 
of the kind of peace which will inure to world welfare. That the views he expressed 
ure those of the country, was shown by the vigorous applause they received from 
Congress at its joint session. However, it is to be regretted he advised a National 
Defense tax to take care of expenditures for that purpose during the present as well 
aus the next fiscal year. We apprehend a tax so designated eventually will arouse 
popular resentment, and in the long run that the Army and Navy will suffer from 
its collection. The Preamble to the Constitution imposes upon the Federal Govern- 
ment the duty of making provision for the common defense. In execution of this 
duty, the expenses of the Services have been paid out of the general revenues, That 
policy should not be abandoned, From what the President stated, it is apparent the 
funds derived from the National Defense tax will be covered into the Trensury and 
mixed with the cash received from other taxes. In fact, he notes that the amount 
he expects the Defense tax to raise—$460 millions -will reduce the Treasury deficit 
to $1.716 billions, As the money is to be spent specifically for an emergency, it follows 
that the military and naval authorities should so direct disbursements that they 
will enhance the ability of the services to protect the country while wars ure raging, 
and at the same time establish them upon a sound amd permanent foundation for the 
future. Onee pence is restored. there will be a national demand for a reduction in 
armaments, and unless the moneys made available be wisely expended, our defense 
Will be slashed in a manner hurtful to its efliciency. 


THE COUNTRY AND THE NAVY HAVE welcomed the prometion of Charles 
Madison to be Secretary, regarding it as a reward of merit. Because Mr, Edison is in 
no sense a self-advertiser, as is the case with other members of the Little Cabinet, 
the people have comparatively slight knowledge of the capable work he performed 
aus Assistant Secretary and for six months as Acting Secretary, While the President 
dominates the Navy, a natural consequence of his personal service with it, which is 
aside from his responsibility as Commander-in-Chief, the fact is that Mr. Edison has 
placed his imprint upon it and has done so in a time of huge construction and de- 
velopment necessitated by wars in Europe and Asia, threatening to our own peace. 
As Assistant Secretary, he was charged among other things with the duty of pro- 
moting the ship and plane building programs and of administering the Navy Yards. 
It was he who undertook the delicate negotiations with shipbuilders which has re- 
sulted in greater expedition of private construction, and who spurred the Yards where 
vessels are under way, to earlier deliveries. Throughout his service in the subordinate 
office, he dealt with Labor. His tactful consideration and suggestions brought about 
settlements fair to the men and the Government, which promoted the morale of the 
organization that supports the Fleet. It was his business sense and experience that 
produced the coordination of the construction Bureaus, which promises better and 
less costly ships, and certainly greater harmony in their design. Now Mr. Edison will 
have the responsibility of administering the affairs of the entire Navy. He will be 
called upon to advise Congress whether the Department set-up is such as to assure 
the greatest and most economical efficiency in time of war as well as peace, whether 
there should be an organization approximating that of a General Staff, as proposed 
by members of the Naval Committees, or whether that which now exists should be 
continued, In the latter case it is to be hoped he will restore the General Board to the 
high advisory position it occupied when Admiral Dewey was chairman.

New Army Promotion Plan 
(Continued from First Page) 

Representative Charles I. Faddis, of 
Pa., Chairman of the special subcommit- 
tee, declared late this week that he has 
devoted absolutely no thought to the 
Woodring Plan. Queried as to what ac- 
tion he contemplates with regard to re- 
porting the subcommittee’s findings to 
the full committee, Mr. Faddis said that 
he has made no decision as to the neces- 
sity or advisability of a formal report 
and will make no move until Chairman 
Andrew J. May, of the full committee, in- 
forms him of the committee’s wishes. 

Mr. Faddis has been in complete oppo- 
sition to the Woodring Plan since its in- 
troduction and has exhibited little inter- 
est in effecting a compromise. 

Representative Martin is now working 
on a table of ages for the promotion of 
and lieutenant colonels, 
but is not yet prepared to make public 
the details of his plan. Concerning the 
whole promotion scheme, he stated that 
he believes some method should be 
evolved to reward outstanding officers 
with more rapid promotion. Te said that 
he has devoted considerable thought to 
the situation since delegated to attempt 
to work out compromise legislation, and 
is convineed that the promotion on length 
of service basis is the best solution. Con 
cerning the trend of thought toward a 
form of selection, evidenced by the fact 
that 12 per cent of the oflicers reporting 
in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL survey 
favored selection, Mr. Martin said that 
he has taken this into consideration and 
feels that a thorough study based on the 
theory of evolving a promotion system in 
which both selection and length of ser 
vice play complementary parts is neces 
sary. 

Mr. Martin said that justice must be 
done to the younger officers, but that any 
action taken must be well planned so as 
to eliminate the possibility of a similar 
problem arising in the future. 

Ile was particularly impressed by the 
interest in the field over the present situ- 
ation. This was reflected, he stated, not 
so much in the interest of officers in their 
personal future but rather in a universal 
desire to do what is best for the service. 

IIe declared that whether or not the 
Woodring Plan or any similar plan is 
adopted, something must be done to in- 
sure regularity of promotion and oppor- 
tunity. 

The three minority committeemen have 
not yet held a formal meeting to deter- 
mine their course of action. However, 
Mr. Martin said that he is willing to per- 
sonally sponsor a bill based on promotion 
by length of service. 

Chairman May anticipates that when 
the Military Affairs Committee meets on 
16 Jan. the question will be brought up 
and a decision will be made as to the 
next step to be taken.

Battleship Sponsor Named 

Secretary of the Navy, Idison, has 
designated Miss Isabel Hloey, daughter of 
Governor Clyde R. Hoey of North Caro 
lina, as sponsor for the USS North Caro 
lina, named in honor of that state. 

The battleship North Carolina (1155) 
of 35,000 tons displacement, is scheduled 
to be launched at the New York Nav) 
Yard in June, 1940. 

The fourth vessel of that name but the 
first completed battleship bearing the 
name of North Carolina, she was author 
ized by the Vinson-Trammell Bill, 27 
March 1934. She will be the first battle 
ship and the fourth naval vessel to bear 
the name North Carolina. 

The first North Carolina was a ship ol 
the line of 2,633 tons, earrying 74 guns 
launched at Philadelphia, VPa., Septem 
ber, 1820, cruised as flagship of the Medi 
terranean Squadron 1825-1827 ; last cruise 
in the Pacific as flagship of Commodore 
Hl.

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More Regular Veterans Aided 

Ex-soldiers of the regular establish- 
ment and World War veterans continued 
to benefit in increasing numbers from 
government assistance, while numbers of 
veterans in all other wars declined, Brig. 
Gen. Frank T. Hines, administrator of 
Veterans’ Affairs, stated this week in his 
report on activities of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration for the fiscal year ending 
30 June 1939, 

During the year the number of veterans 
on the pension roll as a result of dis- 
ability incurred in service in time of 
peace increased from 33,062 to 34,185. 
Disbursements increased from $8,868,- 
TSO.NS to $8,929,468.26. On 30 June 1939 
pensions were being paid to the depen- 
dents of 9,415 veterans whose death was 
the result of disease or injury in line of 
duty in military or naval service in time 
of peace. This is an increase of 690 cases 
during the year and an increase of $264,- 
445.51 in pensions, bringing total of such 
pensions to $2,910,175.04. 

There was an Increase of 1,482 in num- 
ber of World War veterans receiving com- 
pensation because of service-connected 
disabilities, and an increase of 6,188 in 
the number receiving compensation for 
non-service-connected disabilities. Num- 
her of World War veterans under hos- 
pitalization increased by 8,031, 

Other highlights of General Hines’ re- 
port were: 

There was little change brought about dur- 
ing this year concerning benefits to veterans 
through enactment of legislation. Public 62 
of the 76th Congress “To provide domiciliary 
eare, medical and hospital treatment and 
burial benetits to certain veterans of the 
Spanish-American War, the Philippine In- 
surrection and the Boxer Rebellion,” which 
become a law 3 May 1989, was the only Act 
during the year which materially affected 
busic benefits of any of our war veteran 
wroups. 

For several years representation has been 
made by leaders of recognized service organt- 
zations that special consideration be given in 
the adjudication of claims to the veteran who 
had extended front line service but lacked 
proof that his disability resulted from that 
service, Laws under which the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration now operates require that there 
be considered all factors in making the de- 
termination of service connection for dis- 
ability. The veteran is not required to prove 
his case beyond a reasonable doubt. Where 
such doubt arises it is the policy of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration to resolve it in favor 
of the veteran, but all factors in the individual 
case must have consideration. 

The reports of the United States Employ- 
ment Service show that as of 30 June 1938, 
there were 443,196 unemployed veterans 
registered for employment with the various 
State employment agencies, The report for 
30 June 1939, show 311,982 so registered, 

At the expiration of this fiscal year the total 
hospital load of the Veterans’ Administration 
was 54,117, as compared with 50,899 on 30, 
June 1988, an increase of 3,218. At the close 
of this year 77.54 per cent of the veterans 
under hospitalization were receiving treat- 
ment for disabilities not of service origin, 
as compared with 76.32 per cent on 30 June 
1938. The total patient load at the expira- 
tion of this year was composed of 53,861 
United States veterans, classified by service 
as follows: World War, 48,527; Spanish- 
American War, 2,715; Civil War, 48; all other 
wars, expeditions, and occupations, 85; and 
Regular Establishment, 2,486, 

Pensions—Veterans 

Civil War.—Out of a total of 2,213,365 that 
served In the Union forces in this war, pen- 
sions were being paid to 3,516 veterans on 
oO June 1989. This represents a reduction of 
1,532 in the number of veterans since 30 June 
1938, 

Indian Wars.—-On 30 June 1939, pensions 
were being pald to 2,525 veterans on account 
of Indian War service, and the disbursements 
for this purpose amounted to $1,854,131.99 dur- 
ing this fiscal, year. This represents a de- 
crease of 289 in the number of veterans on 
the roll 30 June 1938, and a decrease of $35,- 
030 in disbursements over last year. 

Spanish-American War, Boxer Rebellion, 
and Philippine Insurrection.—The number of 
veterans on the roll at the close of this fiscal 
year was 165,710 as compared with 170,755 on 
30 June 1938, a decrease of 5,045. 

World War Service-connected.—-Compensa- 
tion was being paid on 30 June 1939, to a total 
of 342,072 veterans suffering from disabilities 
directly or presumptively connected with ser- 
vice during the World War, an increase of 
1,482 in the number on the roll at the begin- 
ning of this fiscal period. The disbursements 
during this year totaled $166,948,863.01 as 
compared with $166,875,363.36 in 1938, an in- 
crease of $73,499.65. 

World War nenservice-connected. — This 
group of totally disabled World War veterans 
whose disabilities have been determined to be 
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Hiky regular annual estimates in the 

1941 budget for the Coast Guard total 
$37,250,100, which is $74,087 less than the 
appropriation for 1040. The net decrease 
is the result of the elimination of a non- 
recurring item of, $477,000 for additional 
airplanes for the Coast Guard and a sav- 
ing of approximately $580,000 resulting 
from the consolidation of the Lighthouse 
Service with the Coast Guard. However, 
the major part of the two decreases cited 
above are offset by increases of $57,100 
for salaries in the office of the Comman- 
dant of the Coast Guard, $884,563 for 
additional pay and allowances for the 
expanded service and $160,000 for retired 
pay of former Lighthouse Service em- 
ployees. 

In addition to the above budget esti- 
mates, it was estimated that under the 
head, “Emergency National Defense,” the 
Coast Guard will require $7,800,655 for 
the fiscal year 1941 and $4,475,425 for the 
balance of the current year to carry out 
the provisions of the President's limited 
emergency proclamations, 

The budget provides that the average 
enlisted strength of the Coast Guard dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1941 will be 8,866 men. 

The budget does not provide funds for 
the inauguration of construction of any 
new aviation station or the permanent 
enlargement of any existing shore avia- 
tion facilities. However this limitation 
does not preclude the completion of any 
such facilities for which funds were 
appropriated for by Congress during 
previous years. This limitation prohibits 
the construction of the newly authorized 
Alaskan air base, The budget does con- 
tain, however, funds for the construction 
of thirty planes for the Coast Guard. No 
provision was made for the construction 
of numerous vessels that the Coast Guard 
requested. 

Photographic Activity 

T'wo Coast Guard photographers, Ald- 
rich G. Bailey and Richard C. Green, are 
now engaged in compiling a pictorial rec- 
ord of all Coast Guard activities in the 
Jacksonville District. This marks the 
first time that such a study has been at- 
tempted, and, if successful, it is planned 
to have a similar study made of all Coast 
Guard Districts. 

On 2 Jan. 1940, the Coast Guard insti- 
tuted its first photographic school at 
Headquarters in Washington. The course 
will be of six months duration, and two 
students comprise the first class. Study 
is under the supervision of Chief Photog- 
rapher Everett F. Mashburn, Instruction 
will be given in all phases of photog- 
raphy, and Instructor Mashburn has 
planned a well rounded course that em- 
braces both practical and theoretical 
work.

This bene- 
ficilary is Esther Ann Hill Morgan, Indepen- 
dence, Ore., daughter of John Hill, private, 
Clark’s and MecCumber’s Companies, New 
York Militia, pensioned at the rate of $20 
per month. 

Mexican War.—-On 30 June 1939, there were 
166 widows and 2 helpless children of de- 
ceased veterans of this war on the pension 
rolls. This represents a decrease of 27 in 
the number on the rolls 30 June 19388. 

Civil War.—On 30 June 1939, pensions were 
being paid to the widows, children, brothers, 
and sisters of 57,915 deceased veterans of this 
war, as compared with 66,873 at the begin- 
ning of this fiscal period, a decrease of 8,958. 

Indian Wars.—On atceount of Indian War 
service the dependents of 4,251 deceased vet- 
erans were in receipt of pensions on 30 June 
1939, a decrease of 175 in the number of cases 
on 30 June 1988.

On 30 
June 1939, pawments were being made on 12,- 
220 cases involving 10,356 widows and 19,500 
children and during this year $4,389,240.92 
was disbursed for this benefit, an increase of 
$1,705,572.02 over 1958, * * *

“Do something and quit 
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Letters to the Editor 
Favors Medical Dept, System 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In view of the international situation 
it seems highly improbable that any 
further action will be taken toward elimi- 
nating army officers of long experience 
and proved ability. There is every indi 
ention that the country may have need 
for every trained ollicer, even though he 
may be beyond the age considered ideal 
for his grade. 

Ilowever, action should be taken to 
remedy the promotion stagnation in the 
grades of captain and major. Mr. Wood 
ring states that the ideal sought is to 
have captains reach the rank of major 
after 17 years’ commissioned service and 
majors reach the rank of lieutenant colo- 
nel after 24 years’ service. Why not do 
just that? 

We now have promotion by length of 
service for the Medical Department, for 
the chaplains and for the professors at 
the Military Academy. We also have pro- 
motion by length of service for all 
branches upto captain. In every instance 
this method has served as a complete and 
satisfactory solution to promotion prob 
lems, 

Promotion to major after 17 years’ ser 
vice and to lieutenant colonel after 24 
years’ service would be practically with- 
out expense to the government since the 
officers affected are already receiving the 
pay of the higher rank. 

The one objection to such a plan is that 
for the first five years there would be in 
the army an unusually large number of 
field oflicers. However, this situation 
would likewise result from the operation 
of some of the other proposals, such as 
the establish rent of the so-called sur 
plus-in-grade |. t. As a matter of fact the 
excess of field officers would be more ap- 
parent than re... In the staff branches in 
most instances {here is no more relation 
between rank and appropriate duties than 
there is in the Medical Department. The 





Air Corps is so short of fleld officers that 
special promotion for that branch had to 
he authorized. In the other line branches 
appropriate assignments for additional 
field officers may be found readily in con- 
nection with staff duties, service at vari- 
ous schools and with civilian components 
of the army. In order to limit somewhat 
the number to be promoted to field grade 
in any one year it might be well to spread 
the initial promotions to be made over 
several years, 

Such oa length-of-service promotion 
plan might be summarized as follows: 

1a. On and after July 1, 1940, promote 
to major all captains with more than 21 
years’ commissioned service, 

Note: This would involve the advance 
ment next year of some 900 captains, in 
eluding all who had commissioned service 
during the World War. 

6. Om and after July 1, 1941, promote 
to major all captains with more than 20 
years’ commissioned service, 

Note: This proposal and those of sub 
paragraphs « and d. would promote an 
average of 400 captains annually. 

c On and after July 1, 142, promote 
to major all captains with more than 19 
years’ commissioned service, 

d. On and after July 1, 1943, promote 
fo major all captains with more than 18 
sears’ commissioned service, 

¢. On and after July 1, 1944, promote to 
major all captains with more than 17 
years’ commissioned service, 

Note: This would promote about 200 
captains annually, a number considerably 
less than the annual attrition of fleld offi 
cers five years hence, After 1044, there- 
fore, the total number of tleld officers 
would decrease rapidly. 

2. On and after July 1, 1941, promote 
to lieutenant colonel all majors with more 
than 24 years’ commissioned service, 

Note: It will be observed that this pro- 
posal becomes effective a year later than 
the plan for promotion of captains to ma- 
jor. Until July 1, 1941, promotion by 
seniority would remain in effect since no 
considerable number of majors will have 
had 24 years’ commissioned service prior 
to that date. During the first two years 
this plan is in effect all World War offi- 
cers not previously promoted to lieuten 
ant colonel would be advanced to that 
grade, Subsequently the number to be so 


promoted annually would be less than 
200). 
3. In determining length of commis 


sloned service for purpose of promotion 
the same procedure will be followed as 
outlined in the National Defense Act of 
io for arranging the original promo- 
tion list; provided, however, that no ofli- 
cor Whose position on the promotion list 
is fixed by sentence of court martial will 
he promoted before any officer now senior 
to him. 

If some such law as outlined is enacted 
not only will our vexing promotion prob- 
lems be solved satisfactorily to all con- 
cerned, but older officers of long and effi- 
cient service will be retained on the ac 
tive list at a time when they are most 
needed,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Yoreign Affairs—Little Finland, which was to have been gulped at one bite by the 
Russian bear, has developed into a major issue in the European war. Her sturdy re- 
sistance has excited the admiration of peoples in every country, and has promoted 
governmental action by many of them in her behalf. Great Britain and France have 
been providing her with financial and air support, Sweden has been permitting 
volunteers and munitions to flow to her assistance, Norway and Denmark have been 
discreetly sympathetic, and Roumania, encouraged by the weakness displayed by the 
Russian High Command, has given public notice that she will oppose by arms any 
attempt to seize her provinces of Bessarabia and Bukovina. Upon the Balkans, too, 
Itussian weakness has had effect as shown by Yugo-Slavia’s action in agreeing to a 
substantial increase in her exports to the Allies, and to their receipt of all copper 
produced in Anglo-French mines in her territory, and by her acquiescence and that 
of Ilungary and Roumania, in Allied purchases of barges useful for navigating the 
upper reaches of the Danube when it is ice free. As Germany requires the barges for 
the transportation of purchases designed to offset the sea blockade, the tieing up of 
so many of them will hinder her receipt of needed supplies. 











During the Spanish revolution, the Soviet Government sent large numbers of 
airplunes and tanks and quantities of munitions to the assistance of the Madrid 
Government. Now that the shoe is on the other foot, it objects to Allied aid to Fin- 
land. As a result, greater tension has developed beween the three countries. The 
British Ambassador has left Moscow, and the French Ambassador is due to leave. 
Although during the Spanish revolution, Italy, which supported the then Franco 
rebels, maintained her Ambassador at the Soviet Capital, she has now withdrawn 
him, this action following the recall of the Soviet Ambassador before he had had 
aun opportunity to present his credentials to King Victor Emmanuel. 

Thus, there is clearly developing a situation which may largely affect the Euro 
pean war, It will be recalled, apropos of the Russo-German consultation pact of 
August, that Prime Minister Chamberlain remarked: “One war at a time.” But 
then came Russian participation in the partition of Poland, Russian domination of 
the Baltic States, Turkey's pact with the Allies, which provoked a threat from 
Moscow, although the pact exempted Russia from its provisions ; Russian invasion of 
Finland, and the exposure of the military weakness of the Russian Army. German 
sympathy was extended to Russia in all her activities. But these events have had 
repercussions beyond anticipation. Growing Allied criticism of Russia, and support 
to Finland, have intensified Stalin’s hatred of the two Governments, and increased 
his dependence upon the Reich. To have a David stop his Goliath Army in its tracks, 
to see Sweden enter into an expanded commercial Treaty with Great Britain, and 
to find Roumania shouting defiance, is to increase the concern of both Dictators. A 
natural consequence has been more feverish conferences in’ Berlin, which realizes 
that Russia involved in general war would decrease her capacity to supply the German 
people and their factories with the raw materials they must have in order partially to 
offset the effects of the blockade. Embarrassing to Germany in this situation is the 
dislike of the Russian peasantry for her. Were it more friendly, it would serve as a tre 
mendous reserve for her training and use. While there is no present danger of a revolu- 
tion in Russia, Stalin doubtless recalls that the World War caused the overthrow of the 
Czar and enabled his rise to power, and it may be he will go a long way before per- 
mitting the development of a state of war with the Allies. 

We will know in a short time whether the Allies and Russia are to continue 
their uneasy relations or whether they will engage in war. The decision may depend 
upon the British White Paper on the Anglo-Russian conversations prior to the 
Munich agreement. Stalin may fear the effect of the revelations upon Germany, 
Scandinavia and the Balkans. In the meantime Britain is withholding the publica- 
tion of the Paper, using it as a threat over his head. 

And Italy. Doubtless, Hitler is disturbed by the near-break in the relations of 
his Axis partner and his associate, Ile knows Mussolini will not tolerate Russian 
uctivity in the Balkans; it may even be the latter has recanted from his pledge to 
abandon Roumania, and that assurances given to the Bucharest Goverument, played 
a part in the defiant notice to the Soviets. 

In the meantime, Russian need has compelled boundary and fishing agreements 
with Japan on terms favorable to the Far Kastern Nation, Perhaps these settle- 
ments have influenced the Japanese Government in its unwillingness to comply with 
American demands respecting China, Possibly the Abe Ministry will be able to 
make concessions sufliciently great to satisfy President Roosevelt. At this writing 
there is no such prospect. The Commercial Treaty with Japan will expire three weeks 
hence, Whether a modus vivendi will take its place will depend upon the offers the 
Japanese Government will make. It is certain there will be no abatement of Ameri- 
can demands.

The multiplicity of labels 
arises from the recent reorganization action creating the post of coordinator of ship 
building and virtually consolidating the Bureaus of Engineering and Construction 
and Repair. 


German Submarines—A French admiralty announcement this week credits Germany 
with construction of a new fleet of 150-ton “vest pocket” submarines, the first of which 
it is hoped by that nation to have ready this spring. The vest-pocket subs would require 
crews of only 20 officers and men as compared with crews of 60 or more in the 1,500- 
ton U-boats, and 40 men in the 550-ton and 720-ton types. Size of the small boats 
would limit fuel capacity to that suflicient for four or five days at sea, It is said 
the pocket ships can be built 10 times as fast as the bigger vessels, however, and in 
small shipyards, freeing the larger yards for construction of other ships. Parts could 
be constructed in the interior and assembled at the coast, 

French authorities have answered Germany’s claims that submarines are being 
built at the rate of one a day by pointing to World War statistics showing Germany 
never built more than four to 12 or 13 submarines a month. The admiralty claimed 
the French navy alone has destroyed nine or perhaps ten submarines since beginning 
of the war. 

In this connection some figures appearing in a U.S. Naval document published in 
1919 are of interest. They show that Germany during the approximately 51 months 
of the last war built 340 submarines, or an average of about seven a month, and that, 
though she lost 200 submarines, she ended the war with far more than the 28 sub 
marines she had available at the beginning of the war. At the end of the war she had 
168 submersibles available and 70 building or fitting out. The average number avail- 
able during the summer of 1917 was 152. 

During the month of January 1917, when Germany’s submarine war was very 
intensive, her submarine fleet was said by Naval Authorities to be disposed as fol

\ir Corps——The first of the photographic airplanes, type F-2, is now undergoing 
lying tests at the Air Corps Materiel Division, Wright Field, Ohio. This airplane is 
owered by two 9 cylinder radial engines, rated at 250 TLD. using a two-bladed pro 
eller of a little over 8 feet in diameter. The gross weight of this ship is approximately 
0 1hs. and carries a crew of three men. It is an all-metal low-wing monoplane with 
(Wing span of 474% feet and carries no armament. It is equipped to carry cameras 
for photographing and mapping missions; for tactical mapping it carries a tandem 
imera installation of two T-3A cameras, and it is the first airplane manufactured 
‘hich will take a tandem mounting like this one, without modifications. For rapid

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Price Fixing Study 

An extensive study looking toward a 
plan “for such control over prices as will 
avold unnecessary cost of government 
purchases,” has been undertaken, it was 
revealed this week by Col. Louis Johnson, 
Assistant Secretary of War, in his annual 
report to the President. 

Cooperating in the study are the Brook- 
ings Institution, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, and the Planning Branch of the 
Assistant Secretary of War's office. 

The Army and Navy Munitions Board, 
of which Colonel Johnson is chairman, 
has, he reported, “studied the problem of 
formulating a plan for such control over 
prices as will avoid unnecessary cost of 
government purchases and rises in the 
cost of living. At my request the Brook- 
ings Institution has been engaged for sev- 
eral months in the study of bases upon 
which price regulation can be Inaugurated 
successfully and the legislation necessary 
to make such control effective. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission is cooperating in 
the work and has made preliminary 
studies at the request of my Planning 
Branch concerning the nature of price 
data which should be assembled in peace 
time to assist in carrying out the general 
plan of price control now in preparation.” 

Extracts from Colonel Johnson's report 
follow: 


Economic Mobilization for War 
“The War and Navy Departments are 
charged with the preparation of plans for 


economle mobilization for war, The Army and 
Navy Munitions Board is the ageney estab- 
lished to carry out these functions and to 
arrange for thelr adequate consideration in 
war time, This Board provides a common 
meeting ground for the Army and Navy to 
coordinate their respective procurement 
plans. By virtue of its position as senior 
agency of the government involved in plan- 
ning for industrial mobilization in war, the 
Board must insure that plans shall be pre- 
pared and that these plans shall be adequate 
and workable. 

“In carrying out the first function, that of 
coordinating Army and Navy procurement 
plans, the Board this year has acted upon 
the Joint Army-Navy aeronautical specifica- 
tions: approved joint allocations of major and 
minor alreraft manufacturing companies and 
made progress on the plans for the procure- 
ment of machine tools, Through cooperation 
with the National Machine Tool Builders As- 
sociation a survey has been made which pro- 
duced data on the potential productive ecapac- 
ity of the nation for machine tools by types 
and sizes, 

“In discharging the duties involved In the 
second function, the Board has established 
contacts with many leaders in business and 
industry and with other agencles of the gov- 
ernment to keep up-to-date the plans for 
emergency organizations proposed for crea- 
tion by the President at the outbreak of war; 
engaged in an analytical survey of labor re- 
quirements; maintained and established con- 
tucts with transportation agenecles for co- 
operation and advice in connection with the 
utilization of these organizations in time of 
emergency: studied the problem of formulat- 
ing a plan for such control over prices as 
will avoid unnecessary cost of government 
purchases and rises in the cost of living. 

Record Purchases 

“Procurement of military supplies made 
necessary by the augmentation and aceelera- 
tion of national defense, as urged by the 
resident and as authorized by the Congress, 
reached a new peak, The War Department 
spent more money for equipment—approxi- 
mately $450,000,000—than the total money ex- 
pended for the prosecution of the War with 
Spain. That the future may hold prospects 
of even greater activity in this office may best 
be illustrated by the fact that funds appro- 
priated for the ensuing fiscal year, 1940, per- 
mit expenditures for fighting equipment alone 
of the sum of $373,267,832. 

“The Current Procurement Branch of my 
office has continued its work of supervising 
the current procurement operations of the 
supply arms, services and bureaus of the 
War Department, Special attention has been 
given to the procurement of Army aircraft. 
The recently authorized expansion of the Air 
Corps to an airplane strength of not to ex- 
ceed 6,000 airplanes has been a matter of 
primary coneern, As a result of continued 
conferences with the aircraft industry and its 
cooperation, production capacity that will 
permit completion of the program by June 
141 has been developed. 

“During the fiscal year there were delivered 
to the Air Corps 736 airplanes of various 
combat and training types with a total value 
of approximately $39,000,000. Of these air- 
planes, 410 were obtained on contracts com- 
pleted during the year while the remaining 
326 pertained to contracts still in progress on 
June 30, 1939, 

“In the same period new contracts were 
awarded for 983 airplanes, including four- 








engine bombardment, pursuit, observation, 
photographic, basic combat and commercial 
type training planes. Further, options were 
exercised on older contracts for 64 two and 
four-engine bombers. Thus, aggregate orders 
were placed during the year for 1,047 air- 
planes, complete, of several types, at a value, 
including engines and government-furnished 
equipment, of approximately $66,000,000,

the fiscal year 1939, including spares, is stated 
below:

“While Air Corps requirements have domi 
nated the War Department procurement field, 
extensive purchases have also been made to 
meet the needs of other arms and services, 
Production orders have been placed for a 
400 per cent increase in the number of sound 
locators for anti-aircraft fire control; a 210 
per cent increase in three-inch anti-alireraft 
guns and carriages; a 140 per cent Increase 
in anti-aircraft machine guns; a 158 per cent 
increase in semi-automatic rifles; a 140 per 
cent increase in directors for anti-aireraft 
fire control; and a 15 per cent increase in 
trench mortars and scout cars. Contracts 
have been placed for the first time for quan- 
tity purchase of anti-tank guns and 37 milll- 
meter anti-aireraft mounts. Orders have 
been placed with industry for assorted types 
of ammunition aggregating approximately 
$12,000,000, More than $4,000,000 were used to 
buy war reserve machinery. Springtield 
Armory was tooled up, at a cost of $1,800,000, 
for increased production, 

Conclusion 

“To gain first hand information about the 
activities of my office as they appear to in- 
dustrial America, to observe, at first to ques- 
tion and second to learn of the problems 
affecting our allocated plants, government 
arsenals, alr fields and airplane factories, I 
have traveled approximately 100,000 miles by 
air and 35,000 miles by rail. To familiarize our 
citizens with the aims, plans and definite ob- 
jectives of my office, [I have delivered 102 
formal and 22 impromptu speeches before in- 
dustrial, patriotic, military and social 
groups, 

“T am convineed that our nation, awakening 
to realities, is coming to a much clearer and 
certainly more definite understanding of the 
close association of military and economic 
factors. If the requests for information by in- 
dustry upon my office may be taken as a eri- 
terion, then I am confident that national in- 
terest In our problems is avid, keen and in- 
telligent. 

“Considerable progress has been made to- 
ward the attainment of our objectives—cur- 
rent procurement of our peace-time require- 
ments and the assurance of adequate provi- 
sion for the prompt and effective mobiliza- 
tion of essential national resources in event

Secretary Edison Testifies 

The tirst of what observers predict will 
he a series of stormy Congressional hear- 
ings got under-way this week when the 
Naval Subcommittee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee began hearings 
on the 1941 Naval Appropriation Bill. 

The committee on Thursday, 4 Jan. be 
gan consideration of S904,540,037 in 
budget estimates, the major portion of 
the Navy's requests in the largest peace- 
time naval budget in the nation’s history. 

Secretary of the Navy Charles Edison 
was the first witness called, making his 
first appearance before a Congressional 
committee since becoming a regular 
member of the cabinet. 

Mr. Edison was questioned about the 
recent naval battle resulting in the seut- 
tling of the German heavy cruiser Ad- 
miral Graf Spee. He said that the Graf 
Spee was a hybrid and had suffered the 
fate of all such construction. The Graf 
Spee he said, suffered more from. the 
recoil of its eleven inch guns than from 
British firing, her light construction fail- 
ing to “bear up” under the strain. 

Concerning construction of battleships 
of greater than 45,000 tons, Mr. Edison 
stated that no treaty or pact now binds 
the United States and that the Navy is 
going ahead with studies to evolve the 
ultimate in capital ship construction, i. e., 
the best possible balance between speed, 
armor and armament, As to the size of 
the projected vessels he would not say, 
meeting this question with the statement 
that the Navy is not so much concerned 
with any especial tonnage as it is with 
building the best possible ship. 

“We are now free to decide what we 
want in the way of armor, speed and 
guns, and let weight take care of itself,” 
Mr. Edison said. 

The committee then directed its ques- 
tioning as to the need for the measure 
granting the President far-reaching pow- 
ers over industry in the event of a “na- 
tional emergency,” which Mr. Edison 
transmitted to the Speaekr of the Tlouse 
of Representatives with a request for 
enaction, The bill would vest in the 
President the power to commandeer fac 
tories, ships and materials, and to cancel 
or modify existing contracts and agree- 
ments in event of a “national emer- 
gency.” ‘ 

Under this bill, the President, within 
the limits of appropriations, could order 
ships or war materials as he might de- 
cide to be necessary. Compliance with all 
such orders would be obligatory on any 
person te whom such an order was given 
and the order would take precedence over 
all other orders and contracts previously 
placed with such a person. The proposed 
bill and letter of transmittal have been 
sent to the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee for action. 

Mr. Edison told the committee that the 
bill is “just a routine part” of peace-time 
preparedness and does not envision entry 
into war. He later told newsmen that the 
bill gives to the President powers held 
during the World War and that the Navy 
feels that “all such measures should be 
considered” during present preparedness 
activities. “But there is no implication 
whatsoever,” Mr. Edison said, “of any 





fear that the United States is in imp; 
nent danger of being drawn into war,” 

Several Congressional sources py 
pressed considerable doubt as to what jg 
implied by “national emergency” in the 
sense used by Mr. Edison. 

Another factor that clouds the issue j, 
the fact that Section 120 of the Nationa) 
Defense Act already vests similar powers 
in the President “in time of actual or in 
minent war.” However, the National [De 
fense Act states that the President sha) 
exercise the vested powers “through the 
head of any department of the CGovery 
ment.” 

The powers that would be granted jp 
the bill proposed by Mr. Edison would 
be virtually dictatorial, extending to 
nearly every phase of national life. Ay 
other factor is that although the Presi 
dent has repeatedly referred to the § 
Sept. 1939 proclamation as a “limited na 
tional emergency,” the proclamation jt 
self does not use that phrase. The doey 
ment proclaims a “national emergency,” 

Mr. Edison said that the proposal was 
made so that “if we ever get into war, 
suy 10 or 20 years from now, all me 
chanies will be thought out and available 
for use.” The Navy, he said, approved the 
proposal on 9 Oct. 1989, in a “routine 
going over” of needed war powers after 
the European war broke out. 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Ga, 
Chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, said that the Navy Depart 
ment will have to present some very con 
vineing arguments before the bill will 
be passed by Congress. 

Mr. Edison’s letter to Speaker Bank 
head requesting passage of the bill is as 
follows: 

There is transmitted herewith a draft of 
proposed bill to amend the Act of March 4 
1917, entitled ‘An act making appropriations

Ship Construction Legislation 


On Monday, S Jan, the House Naval 
Affairs Committee will begin hearings on 
the Vinson bill py the construc 
tion of 95 ships for the Navy. 

Chairman Carl Vinson, of the Naval 
Affairs Committee, sponsor of the bill, 
said late this week that he expects to re 
port the bill to the Ilouse within two 
weeks and obtain a special rule for early 
consideration on the floor. He said that 
he anticipates little trouble in obtaining 
committee and Hlouse approval of the 
measure. 

The bill provides authorization for the 
construction and maintenance of not 
more than 6,000 airplanes, 36° lighter- 
than-air craft, 200,000 tous of additional 
auxiliary vessels, and 400,000 tons of ad 
ditional combatant vessels in the aircraft 
carrier, cruiser, destroyer and submarine 
classes. The measure does not specify 
the exact number of cach type ship to be 
built.

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The War At Sea 


The attention which British seaplanes 
have been giving recently to Helgoland, 
must be arousing considerable speculation 
on the part of the German naval and mili- 
tury authorities. This Island, de- 
militarized as a result of the World War, 
but during the last few years heavily 
fortitied, dominates the mouth of the 
Klbe, and is a plane, destroyer and sub- 
murine base. From it, planes have flown 
to attack British bases in Scotland, sub- 
marines bave set forth in search of prey 
in the North Sea and the Atlantic, and 
destroyers, with small cruisers, have 
issued to cruise and patrol the Bight and 
to its north. It is assumed that the 
Itritish planes which have appeared over 
the Island, have been engaged in recon- 
noitering and taking photegraphs, and the 
information gathered by them has been 
co-related with that obtained by British 
submarines. The use to which this in- 
formation is to be put only the British 
Admiralty knows. 

However, the German Admiralty has a 
vivid recollection of a defeat suffered at 
the Helgoland Bight during the World 
War. Submarines had reported that the 
tiermans were in the habit of keeping a 
small force of destroyers, accompanied 
by light eruisers, patrolling at night to 
the north of the Island, and that it was 
relieved just before daylight by a second 
tlotilla. The British dispatched a force 
superior to each flotilla to meet the out- 
going Germans, destroy them, and then 
battle with the returning command. Sup- 
ported by Admiral Beatty with his heavy 
cruisers and destroyers, the operation 
proved a great success, The Germans lost 
three cruisers and one destroyer and three 
of the latter type were damaged. The 
British ships returned without loss. The 
effect on the morale of the Germans was 
severe, and to quote Winston Churchill 
“the weight of British Naval prestige 
lay heavy across all German sea enter- 
prise.” 

In the present war, the single action in 
which the British have emerged with dis- 
tinction was that of their three light 
eruisers with the Graf Spee. This hand- 
some victory was sandwiched however, 
in between German submarine successes, 
including the penetration of Scapa Flow 
and the entrance of the Firth of Forth, 
a feat emulated by a British submarine, 
which torpedoed a German cruiser in the 
mouth of the Elbe, and the torpedoing of 
a vessel of the Queen Elizabeth Class in 
waters west of Scotland. By damaging 
the battleship, probably saved from total 
loss by the fact that only one torpedo 
struck home, and by the stoutness of its 
unti-torpedo compartments, the Germans 
probably feel they have put out of com- 
mission for some time a formidable unit 
of the Grand Fleet. 

It is evident the London Admiralty will 
uot long rest in inaction, and allow Ger- 
man submarines to whittle at their 
strength. For this reason, the constant 
appearance of their planes over Helgo- 
land is regarded as significant. It may 
be they contemplate an operation identi- 
eal with that of the World War. It may 
be they are paving the way for the seizure 
of the Island of Borkum, which intrigued 
the Admiralty during the last conflict be- 
eause of its value as a base to command 
the North Sea and the entrance to the 
Baltic, and as a jumping off base for the 
invasion of Schleswig Holstein. It is to 
be expected the Germans are thoroughly 
familiar with the World War plans of the 
British, and are not likely to be caught 
unprepared. But there is a chance of the 
waters around Helgoland being the scene 
of a lively action, and for this reason the 
wane activity is looked upon with keen 
interest.

War On Land 

With the war in Finland continuing to 
hold the spotlight, the week now closing 
suw reports of the smashing of one Rus- 
sian Division, the cutting off of another, 
und the seizure of a Soviet Ait- 
tajoki. 

The Division claimed to have been de 
cisively beaten was identified in = dis- 
patches as the 165rd Soviet Division. The 
uetion occurred on the Eastern Front 
Where the Russians have been driving to 
ward the Gulf of Bosnia apparently to 
eut Finland's communications and rail- 
roads and to segregate her from Sweden. 
Reports had it that the 16%rd division 
Was Virtually annihilated. with “thou- 
sunds” killed and huge amounts of ar 
tillery and rifles captured. The normal 
strength of a Russian division is TS.000 

The Aittajoki near the Russian 
frontier north of Lake Ladoga, apparent 
ly could not have been a major one for 
the dispatches claimed that the Finns 
captured only three machine cuns, a field 
kitchen, and 400 Red Army creat 
along with other material not mentioned. 

The Division reported to be cut off is 
said to be near Lake Kianta, also on the 
eastern front. The Finns are said to have 
let the Russians advance into their front 
and then to have closed in on its 
ina pincer movement, cutting it off from 
its supply The Russians, acecord- 
ing to dispatches from Helsinki, are hold- 
ing their ground but are suffering from 
lack of food and fuel. 

While Finnish victories are being re 
ported in the nerth and central theatres, 
in the south along the Karelian Isthmus 
umd the Mannerheim Line dispatches 
mention only greater concentrations of 
Russian troops, artillery and tanks. While 
this would appear to indicate massing 
for a drive, it is more likely that it is 
intended to draw the Finns from the 
other fronts, for it has been quite ap 
ptrent that the Russians do not plan to 
lose huge numbers of men trying to break 
through in the South, while the possibil- 
ity of cutting the country in two and 
isolating her from assistance exists in the 
central front. Once the so-called Eastern 
front drive has pushed across the little 
nation, the Soviets have only to contain 
the Finns in the southern part of their 
country until resistance becomes futile.

War in the Air 

by the various 
belligerent powers in Europe attracted 
considerable attention this week, with 
the British flights over the German base 
at Helgoland, Finnish attacks on Russian 
positions, and Russian attacks on Hel 
sinki and other Finland cities. 

Yet the action seemed to be marked 
with the restraint that has characterized 
the use of air power so far in the wars. 
Finnish planes flew over Leningrad but 
dropped only propaganda leaflets, extol 
ling the treatment of Russians captured 
by them, and attempting to break down 
the war spirit of the civilians. 

On the other hand, the Russians 
bombed the town of Tornea at the head of 
the Gulf of Finland. Tornea is the june 
tion through which supplies have been 
reportedly coming in from Sweden. 
Earlier, on New Year's Day, 31 Russian 
bombers bombed the port of Abo, setting 
tire to buildings and killing amd 
wounding less than a dozen citizens, ac 
cording to Finnish reports. The Finns 
reported that their anti-aircraft) guns 
shot down seven of the invading planes, 
Reports from Sweden stated that the 
Russian bombers sank a in the 
harbor at Abo and damaged some of the 
piers.

will continue with no mass bombing of 
cities in England, France or Germany.

In order to equalize and expedite pro 
motions in grade four (sergeants), Medi- 
cal Department, in units and detachments 
temporarily absent from a corps area 
and undergoing training in another corps 
area, the War Department this week an 
nounced the following modifications to 
AR 615-15: 

a. All vacancies in grade four existing or 
occurring during such temporary absence, if 
in excess of 30 days, may be filled by pro 
motions made by the regimental commander 
in the case of medical regiments and by the 
division surgeon in all other cases.

2. These modifications to AR 615-15 apply 
only to promotions to grade four in units 
and detachments absent from their perma 
nent stations as specified in paragraph 1.

Mine Laying 
Olficers at the Department were in 
clined to discount rumors this week that 
the Navy was laying mines at the ap- 
proaches to the Panama Canal or in any 
other region. The rumors were not offi- 
cially confirmed or denied, since it is not 
the policy of either department to dis 
close details of mining operations. How 
ever, it Was pointed out: (1) The Navy 
lays only mines which are not controlled 
from shore and which explode on contact. 
These mines are extremely hazardous to 
the ships of both friends and enemies, 
(2) There is no purpose in laying mines 
in time of peace because of the rapidity 
with which they can be Jaid in time of 
emergency, if all preparations for that 
task have been completed. Llowever, the 
Coust Artillery Corps of the Army lays 
“controlled” mines which can be rendered 
harmless from the shore, These mines 
could be laid in time of peace with safety 
to commerce, Both the Army and Navy 
are continually laying mines in various 
areas to train mine laying crews and to 
become acquainted with loeal  topo- 
graphical conditions.

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Radio’s Greatest Year 

Col. David Sarnoff, Sig-Res., USA, 
President, Radio Corporation of America, 
in a statement concerning the last year 
und important developments ahead, 
points out that in 1939 radio had its 
greatest year. 

“More than 9,000,000 radio receivers 
have been sold,” Colonel Sarnoff said. 
“More radio sets are in use in the United 
States than in all the rest of the world 
combined. With 45,000,000 receivers in 
American homes and automobiles, radio 
has become an integral part of our na- 
tional life. 

“The first public service of television 
programs, adding sight to sound, was in- 
troduced in the United States in 1939, 
by RCA’s broadcasting service, the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. It marked 
the triumph of many years of radio re- 
search and technological advance, It rep- 
resents a pioneering effort of the first 
magnitude, Those who predicted that the 
introduction of television would retard 
radio progress have been poor prophets 
of the year’s amazing results in sound 
receiver sales, 

“American-owned radio communica- 
tion services, vital to our national de- 
fense, have maintained direct contacts 
with all nations, belligerent and neutral. 
In 1914 these radio services were non- 
existent, and our communications were 
ut the mercy of the countries which con, 
trolled the cables. Today direct radio 
cireuits connect the United States with 
D1 countries, and no intermediate censor- 
ship is possible. Our radio communica- 
tion facilities guarantee the freedom of 
our communication lanes for the flow of 
international messages and in the in- 
terest of American trade. 

“More than 750 broadcasters, operating 
either locally or in conjunction with na- 
tional and regional networks, sold more 
time over their facilities to sponsors, 
than they did in any previous year since 
broadcasting began. This furnishes the 
economic base for our free American sys- 
tem of broadcasting. 

“The war, and its threat to the neutral- 
ity of the Western Hemisphere, put the 
American system of free and private en- 
terprise in radio to the acid test. Ameri- 
can broadcasting met that test. Ameri- 
can radio told the truth to its listeners 
at home and throughout the world. Its 
short-wave broadcasts were almost the 
world’s only free, factual, and uncensored 
sources of radio news, 

“Two important television develop- 
ments are scheduled for public demon- 
stration during 1940. One will be the im- 
proved projection of large screen tele- 
vision images, of au size adequate for 
theatre presentation. The other is that 
of television relay stations, using fre- 
quencies of 500 megacycles and upwards, 
aun important step toward a television 
network, 

“Television progress in the United 
States exemplifies the American way of 
developing new industries and public ser- 
vices. Our method stands out today in 
sharp relief against the background of 
Kurope, where public television develop- 
ment depended upon government sub- 
sides, and has now been discontinued, In 
the United States it has depended upon 
private capital and initiative, and is go- 
ing ahead. In Europe, industrial research 
in most lines has been a preparation for 
war. In the United States it has been a 
preparation for peace. 

“Looking ahead, I believe that 1940 
will be a year of even greater importance 
than the year just ending. Two factors 
alone should insure a year of eager and 
unflagging publie interest in broadeast- 
ing. One is the international situation. 
The other is the presidential nominations 
and election in the United States,” 





House Gets Appropriation Bill 


The 1940 supplemental appropriation 
bill, which carries funds to pay expenses 
incurred under the President’s “limited 
emergency” expansion of the armed 
forces is scheduled to be brought to the 
floor of the House of Representatives for 
consideration on Wednesday, 10 Jan. 
1940. Foilowing the proclamation by the 
President, budget estimates totalling 
$271,999,523 were sent to the House Ap- 
propriations Committee for action. 





Expand U. S. Soldiers’ Home 


A recommendation for construction of 
additional barracks to handle an ex- 
pected increase at the United States 
Soldiers’ Home in Washington, D. C., has 
been made by Maj. Gen. W. L. Reed, 
The Inspector General of the Army. 

Reporting on his inspection of the 
Home, General Reed recommended “that 
consideration be given at an early date to 
the construction of additional barracks 
to handle the increase of membership of 
the home which can now be foreseen as a 
result of the current expansion of the 
Army.” 

The budget which President Roosevelt 
sent to Congress this week provided for 
an appropriation of $600,000 from the 
Home's Trust Fund to remodel and en- 


large King Barracks at the Soldiers’ 
Home. 
Two other recommendations were 


made by The Inspector General as fol- 
lows: 

“That one officer be added to the home 
staff, filling the vacancy created by the 
death of Col, Kk. A. Hickman, USA-Ret., 
that officer to serve us secretary to the 
Board of commissioners and assistant to 
the deputy governor, 

“That the accountability for the issue 
and sale of subsistence articles be made 
a responsibility of an appropriate mem 
ber of the home staff who is not con 
nected directly with the general mess.” 

Concerning this latter recommendation, 
General Reed stated: 

“Property accountability records are 
well kept, except certain of those per- 
taining to subsistence articles. The sys- 
tem now employed to account for sales 
to individuals and messes other than the 
general mess is believed to be an improve- 
ment over that in force at the time of the 
last inspection, in that there is now a con 
stant check between the amount listed as 
issued and the amount charged to any 
account. However, since the individual 
in charge of the sales commissary is also 
the steward of the general mess, the sys 
tem prevents a real check of transactions 
between the commissary and the general 
mess. While no actual irregularity was 
uncovered, it is apparent that opportunity 
therefor exists. This opportunity would 
be removed if the accountability for the 
issue and sale of subsistence articles were 
made a responsibility of an individual 
not connected with the general mess, the 
latter being but one customer of the com- 
missary.” 

In concluding his report General Reed 
stated: 

“The administration of the affairs of the 
home by its officers and their assistants 
has been in the main efficient and eco- 
nomical, with due consideration for the 
general welfare of the institution. The 
members of the home are treated with 
kindness and respect. They are comfort- 
ably quartered, well cared for, and con- 
tented. They appear to appreciate fully 
the care and attention which they receive 
as well as the many other benefits of the 
home.” 

Assisting The Inspector General in his 
inspection were Lt. Col. Allen F. King- 
man, IGP, Maj. Philip Ek. Brown, IGD, 
and Mr. Lewis S. Friedman, expert ac- 
countant, 

In the report of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Home, of which Maj. Gen. 
I. W. Coleman, USA-Ret., is chairman, 
it was shown that the Home’s balance 
in the U. 8S. Treasury increased over the 
past year from $2,799,716.91 to $3,027,- 
137.61, after $772,265.06 had been with- 
drawn during the year. The 25 cents col- 
lected monthly from warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the regular Army brought 
the Tlome $490,996.08 during the year. 





Joint Army-Navy Exercises 

It. Lewis, Wash. Concluding two 
weeks of intensive training at Fort Lewis, 
an advance party of approximately fif- 
teen hundred men loaded supplies and 
equipment aboard the United States 
Army Transport Republic at the Munici- 
pal Docks in Tacoma and set sail 3 Jan. 
for their coming joint Army and Navy 
exercise in Califorina. 

The party, comprising three “combat 
teams,” included infantry, field artillery, 
engineer, medical, and signal troops. Maj. 
Gen, Walter C. Sweeney, commanding 
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Fort Lewis and the 3d Division, stated 
that the troops will sail for San Pedro, 
Calif., where they will receive additional 
training in beach landings under Navy 
supervision, in preparation for the joint 
Army and Navy exercise scheduled to 
take place off the California Coast be- 
tween January 15 and 22. 

In command of the combat teams will 
be Brig. Gen. Ernest D. Peek, newly as- 
signed Commanding General of the In- 
fantry Section of the 3d Division Head- 
quarters. General Peek is thoroughly 
familiar with joint Army and Navy ex- 
ercises, as it was under his supervision, 
as Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, of the 
Panama Canal Department, that the huge 
Army and Navy exercises of 1924 were 
held in the Panama Canal Zone. 


The Reserve Corps’ Budget 


Considerable increases of paramount 
importance to the Army Reserve Corps 
are carried in the various regular and 
special bills sent to Congress by the 
President. 

Training benefits particularly, for the 
various bills give funds for placing 1,000 
reserve officers on active duty under the 
provisions of the Thomason Act, 100 of 
whom will be given commissions in the 
Regular Army. Increases are also given 
for the number of Air Reserve officers on 
extended active duty with the Air Corps, 
the total being jumped from 975 this year 
to 1,596 next year. 

In addition to the Thomason Act 
trainees there will be two successive 
groups of 798 first and second lieutenants 
of the line on active duty for six months 
each and 12 months duty for 508 captains 
and first lieutenants of the Medical De- 
partment. 

The Regular Annual Budget provides 
for 30,000 Reserve Officers to be trained 
for 14 days. Of this number the Emer- 
geney Budget provides for seven addi- 
tional days for 3,400 and 14 additional 
days for 6,100,

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Edison Becomes Navy Secretary 


Before a number of distinguished off. 
cials and Navy officers Charles Edison 
on 2 Jan. was sworn in as Secretary of 
the Navy to fill a post he has filled for 
about a year in fact, if not with the title. 

Mr. Edison succeeds the late Claude A. 
Swanson, who died last 7 July, but prior 
to that time, during part of the long jj}. 
ness of Mr. Swanson, the responsibility 
of administering the Navy Department 
fell upon the shoulders of the slightly 
deaf son of Thomas A. Edison, America’s 
great inventor. Mr. Edison who is now 
president of Thomas A. Edison, Incorpo- 
rated, is 49. 

President Roosevelt, nominating Mr. 
Edison to be Secretary after months of 
delay in filling the vacancy, stated that 
the Assistant Secretary had been on trial 
and that he was eminently satisfied with 
Edison’s conduct of the Department. It 
was the new Secretary who ordered q 
shakeup in the Department after cop- 
struction defects developed in new de. 
stroyers and who pushed construction of 
“mosquito” boats. 

Attending the induction ceremonies 
were Secretary of War Harry Woodring, 
Mrs. Edison, Admiral Harold Stark, chief 
of Naval Operations, Admiral William D, 
Leahy, USN-Ret., governor of Puerto 
Rico, chiefs of all Navy bureaus and off- 
ces and newspapermen. 

Mr. Edison told the latter that he would 
ask Congress to appropriate funds for 
scientific research to obtain the most 
modern vessels and weapons for the 
Navy. Liberal use would be made of for. 
eign developments, he declared. He stated 
also that he was preparing studies asked 
by Congress on feasibility of constructing 
80,000-ton battleships, but added that no 
conclusion had been reached on practica 
bility or necessity of such super vessels 
at this time. 

The new Secretary also indicated that 
Congress might be asked to push Naval 
construction. 

Mr. Edison is the third former Re- 
publican to be appointed to President 
Roosevelt’s cabinet, the others being Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace. He was 
born 3 Aug. 1890 in Llewellyn Park, West 
Orange, N. J., where he now makes his 
home. After attending Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology he became asso- 
ciated with his father’s industries. Dur- 
ing the World War he supervised manu 
facture of war materials at the West 
Orange plant and assisted his father in 
the. latter’s research activities as chalr- 
man of the Naval Advisory Board. Since 
1933 he has been serving in various ¢a- 
pacities on state and national recovery 
und housing boards. On 18 Jan. 1937, Mr. 
Edison took oath of office as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Upon taking the oath of office, Secre- 
tary Edison made the following state 
ment : 

No ene would be quite human who failed 
to feel a thrill on becoming Secretary of the 
Navy of the United States. 

ut no one would be worthy of such a trust 
who did not feel a sense of grave responsi 
bility as well. 

In such a position the work of one man 
would be of no significance whatsoever if it 
were not for the thousands of trained minds 
and willing hearts that make up the Navy 
organization. It is the team that counts and 
not the man. 

So, on this second day of the New Year! 
salute the men and women of the Navy 
civilian and military, and express the hope 
that when my tour of duty is completed you 
may have cause to write a “well done” on my 
record,

Pending the revision of AR 95-15, 21 
April, 1930, the following changes in 
those regulations have been announced: 

2, Definitions.—As used in these regula- 
tions, the following terms have the mean- 
ings stated: 

d. Local fiying area.—An area, to be desig- 
nated by the station commander, where 
training missions may conducted which 
do not require Jeaving the proximity ef the 
station airdrome. The local flying area 
wil) normally not extend more than 
miles in any direction from the airdrome and 
should be designated with duc consideration 
to the following factors: 

(1) Populous areas. 

(2) Types of aireraft 

grams. 

(%) Civil airways. 

(4) Local weather phenomena. 

(5) Recognizable landmarks. 

e. When local flying areas are designated 
or changed, a suitable map showing the 
poundaries of such areas will be forwarded 
to the Chief of the Air Corps. 

f. Classification of flights 

(1) See AR 35-1480. Flights in military air 
craft are classified in accordance with the 
localities in which they are made or with 
their purposes as— 

(a) Local flight.—-A flight which, it is con 
templated, will take place within the local 
fying area, with the aireraft not remaining 
on the ground away from the station air 
drome overnight. 

(b) Cross-country flight. A flight which, if 
is contemplated, will extend beyond the local 
fying area, or during which the aireraft will 
remain on the ground away from the station 
airdrome overnight. 

g. Regular and frequent flights, ete.—For 
definitions of regular and frequent flights, 
travel by air, continuous journey by air, and 
necessary delay, AR 35-1480. 

(%. Clearance of Army aircraft.—Aircraft 
will not be flown without proper clearance, 
Clearance of aircraft will be as prescribed by 
the Chief of the Air Corps.

The Naval Historical Foundation, at its 
annual meeting recently, voted to approve 
in principle the project to place a bust of 
the late Admiral W. S. Sims at the Naval 
Academy. The project is sponsored by 
Capt. W. H. Stayton and Comdr. W. If. 
MecGrann and has been approved by the 
Naval Academy authorities. The Tlis- 
torical Foundation voted to contribute 
twenty-five dollars to the project which 


is being financed by private subscriptions. | 
The Foundation adopted unanimously 


the following resolution: 

“Resolved: That the Naval Histories! 
Foundation at its annual meeting on 17 
November 1939, heartily endorses the project 
to construct a Naval Museum in Washing 
ton and to moor such historic ships as the 
Constellation, Hartford, Olympic and a World 
War destroyer in a wet-basin adjacent to the 
Museum, as reported out of Committee to the 
Hlouse of Representatives. The Foundation 
further trusts that its highly honored mem 
ber, President Franklin D. Roosevelt, will 
look with favor upon this project, of such val 
nable educational utility to the American pub- 
lic.” 

Admiral Strauss reported on an inspec 
tion he and Admiral Rodgers had made 
of the USS Hartford at the Washington 
Navy Yard. They concluded that it is 
impracticable to utilize the Hartford to 
any considerable extent as a Naval Mu 
seum, beyond the great value as an 
exhibit of the ship herself when the work 
of restoration is completed. 

Dr. Charles O. Paullin and General 
David D. Porter were re-elected trustees 
for a term of three years. 

Extracts from the report of the Secre- 
tary, Capt. Dudley W. Knox, follow: 

“The past year has marked gratifying 
progress in the affairs and utility of the Foun 
dation. Among a number of interesting 
acquisitions of special note is the handsome 
model of the schooner Shark, donated by Miss 
Jane Perry Tiffany and now exhibited out 
side the office of the Secretary of the Navy.

We purchased a valuable collection of the 
papers of Commodore John Shaw, who be- 
came especially distinguished in the Quasi- 
War with France. We also bought a very 
stirring painting, now hanging in the main 
lobby of the Navy Department, showing 
Stephen Decatur boarding a Tripolitan gun- 
boat in 1804. 

These purchases were made possible by the 
generous response of our members to a clr- 
cular offering an opportunity to contribute 
to our general fund, The circular emphasized 
the fact that there are no financial obliga- 
tions connected with membership. To date 
a total of $512 has been subscribed. 

Naval historical material is constantly 
offered for sale and with reasonable dis- 
crimination the Foundation should be fre 
quently able to obtain rare items of consid- 
erable interest at a moderate cost. It is be- 
lieved, however, that a policy should be fol 
lowed of restricting such expenditures to 
what might be termed “salvage” work. For 
example we had an opportunity some years 
ago to purchase the LaValette Collection of 
manuscript. For a long time we had it in our 
custody on loan, and it contained many docu 
ments of unusual naval interest. We did not 
have sufficient funds to pay the asking price 
and this historically valuable lot of papers 
was afterwards sold piecemeal and now 
scattered to the four winds among collectors, 
Much of its data is consequently lost for his 
torical use, The case with respect to race ple 
tures, models, relies, ete., is similar. Unless 
they are acquired when there is opportunity 
they disappear. IT think we should use our 
funds in this kind of salvage work rather 
than to buy merely for the sake of building 
up a collection of material easily duplicated.”

Hemisphere Defense 

The United States Army stands ready 
to assist any nation in this hemisphere 
to attain adequate national defense to 
repel invasion, according to Brig. Gen. 
George V. Strong, assistant chief of staff 
for war plans, 

Speaking before the Sra amniual con 
ference on Pan-American Affairs in 
Washington, D. C., General Strong said: 

“In view of the powers and limitations 
of present day weapons, including the 
airplane, it is reasonable to assume that, 
under existing conditions, the nations of 
this hemisphere are safe from anything 
more serious than hit and run raids and 
a certain amount of interference with 
commerce just as long as an aggressor 
has no bases from which to operate in 
this hemisphere. 

“That safety vanishes as soon as a po 
tential aggressor has obtained a base in 
this hemisphere. 

“The denial of bases to an aggressor 
from abroad is in general a local defense 
problem for the government in whose ter 
ritory such a prospective base is located. 
Our Government stands ready to render 
such assistance as may be appropriately 
furnished in aiding the governments of 
the other American Republics to attain 
that posture of self-defense which may 
appear reasonably adequate to each in 
the light of world conditions.” 

Reviewing the steps taken toward mili 
tary cooperation with Latin-America 
missions and admission of students to 
United States military schools, General 
Strong advocated passage of a pending 
bill to permit nations of the western 
world to have arms manufactured in our 
arsenals and navy yards, Continuing, he 
said: 

“The speed with which aggression can 
now be effected demands that a small, 
seasoned, well-equipped force be instantly 
available to meet aggression wherever it 
may appear and that the provision of 
such a force is for the present a matter 
for determination in the light of the na 
tional defense needs of each one of the 
American Republies. .. . 

“The War Department is striving to 
put its own house in order by completely 
organizing. equipping and training, a 
small defense force capable of acting In 
stantly to mect any threatened aggres 
sion.” 

Speaking at the same forum, Rear 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, USN, chief of 
the burean of navigation, traced the his 
tory of American naval aid to Latin 
American nations during disasters of the 
past, recited naval educational assistance 
given to our neighbors to the south, aid 
given in surveys, scientific ways, missions 
and good-will tours. 

“In promoting international 
will,” declared Admiral Nimitz,

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tion's navy has no equal. 

“It is reasonable and logical to con- 
sider what we should do in the way of 
hemisphere defense if our solidarity is 
threatened from without,” he continued. 
“Obviously the best defense against such 
threats is Sea Power. Sea lower in this 
case means ships and bases backed up by 
nations which have a strong community 
of interests, and whose navies have been 
trained and indoctrinated along the same 
line. Only upder such conditions can the 
various navies be counted upon to co- 
operate effectively.” 

General Strong began his address with 
the statement that he felt it important 
to “stress the fact that no agreements of 
any kind exist which would provide for 
joint or collective action on the part of 
the armed forces of several or all of the 
American Republics in any given contin- 
geney.”

Financial Digest 


That the country has become convinced 
of the need of a balanced budget was 
shown when Congress in joint session en- 
thusiastically applauded the sentence of 
the President's annual message stating 
that practically all items of the Budget, 
suve National Defense, showed a reduc- 
tion. In his Budget message, the Presi- 
dent estimated expenditures of $8.4 bil- 
lions for the next Fiscal year and total 


tux revenues at 86.151 billions. This 
forecasts a deficit of $2.176 billions, 
which, if National Defense taxes are 


levied, may be reduced to $1.716 billions, 
The deficit for the current Fiscal year 
the President estimates at $3.933 billions. 
Iie anticipates the National Debt at the 
end of the next Fiscal year will be 
$44.988 billions, 62 millions below the 
legal debt limit of $45 billions. Besides 
the National Debt, the Secretary of the 
Treasury reports at present outstanding 
indirect obligations amounting to $5,621 
billions. In spite of the narrow margin 
between the actual debt in June, 1941, 
and the debt limit, the President did not 
recommend the raising of that limit. This 
fact becomes important when it is noted 
that in his Budget message, he admits 
the receipts he estimates will be realized 
only if the present up curve of business 
continues. He further admits he may be 
forced to ask for supplemental appropria 
tions for relief and for farm parity pay- 
ments in 1941, and he has proposed that 
instead of direct appropriations for the 
Rural EKlectrification Administration, it 
be provided with funds to meet its ex- 
penses through self-liquidating loans ad- 
vanced by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. Also, to reduce the deficit 
he has taken $700 millions from the capi- 
tal assets of various government corpora- 
tions, including, it is believed, the Stabili- 
zation fund. 

The President insists that the fiscal 
policy pursued prior to his first Admin- 
istration came near bankrupting both our 
people and Government. He vigorously 
upholds his spending-lending program, It 
is his contention that by using govern- 
ment funds and Government credit to put 
purchasing power in the hands of the 
people, he restored prosperity, and by 
curtailing them too abruptly, and by busi- 
ness expanding production and = raising 





prices too sharply, the recession was 
brought upon the country. Resumption 
of spending-lending, he claims, has pro- 
duced the present business upturn. The 
President also defended the National 
Debt, arguing that from it should be sub- 
tracted $7 billions of cash, gold available 
for debt redemption, proprietary govern- 
ment interest in Government corpora- 
tions, and billions of durable, tangible 
assets. Increased national income he as- 
serts, will put the country in a position to 
anticipate balanced budgets without cur- 
tailing essential social programs. 

The estimates and the philosophy the 
President expresses are being sharply 
criticized by many members of Congress, 
who realize that with great ingenuity the 
Chief Executive has cut appropriations 
in which they are interested and placed 
responsibility for any increase of them 
heyond his estimates, squarely upon their 
shoulders. While he preached National 
Unity in his Annual Message, the anti- 
New Dealers in both Houses figure he has 
sought to place them on the spot. For 
this reason, they are planning to cut be 
low the budget estimates. Again, Con- 
gress does not like to impose new taxes, 
even for National Defense, in a campaign 
year, and it will be very careful if any 


such taxes are laid, to apply them where 


they will do the least political hurt. So 
Corporations, especially those having 
war orders, may be expected to pay more 
to the tax collectors, 

The President strongly recommended 
an extension of the law permitting him 
to enter into reciprocal trade agreements, 
the policy which he and Secretary Hull 
are certain will tend to reduce the causes 
of war and promote the interests of peace. 
There is a great deal of criticism of the 
treaties thus far negotiated, by the farm 
ing, dairy and mining interests of the 
Middle West and Rocky Mountain States. 
Nevertheless, it is agreed the President's 
recommendation in this matter will be 
adopted. Business is quite content with 
the failure of the President to propose 
any new reforms. It is disappointed that 
he did not recommend amendments to the 
Wagner Act, especially in view of the 
latest decisions of the Supreme Court 
upholding the National Labor Relations 
Board, but it is hopeful that Congress 
will take such action. However, with the 
resident determined to preserve the Act 








any amendments made promise to be of 
an inoccuous character. 





Merchant Marine 

resident Roosevelt this week asked 
Congress to appropriate $200,000,000 for 
activities of the Maritime Commission 
during the fiscal year 1941, not more than 
$5,650,000 of which shall be available for 
administrative expenses, leaving the re- 
mainder available for the most part for 
ship construction. The amount appropri 
ated for the current fiscal year is $100,- 
000,000—-half the new sum asked. 

Increase in the budget is due to the de- 
cision to accelerate the shipbuilding pro- 
gram by more than the original 50 ves- 
sels a year. In order that the program 
shall not be suspended the commission is 
authorized to enter into additional con- 
tracts totalling not more than $150,000, 
000. 

Bids on Largest Liners 

First units in the new calendar year’s 
construction program of the Maritime 
Commission will be advertised for bids 
sometime this month, it was indicated. 
Invitations will go out on two or three 
liners for service from Pacific Coast 
ports to the Orient. 

These vessels will be larger in dimen 
sions and faster than the 23-knot Amer 
ica, to date largest ship ever constructed 
in the United States, but will be lighter, 
having a smaller tonnage. They 
will average 24 knots. 

141 Under Contract 

To date, the Maritime Commission has 
contracted for 141 vessels of 1,098,934 
gross tons, costing $345,285,356. This 
program has been put underway in two 
calendar years, although original plans 
of the commission were to place only 50 
ships under contract each year. 

Desire to take advantage of construc- 
tion costs which are rising rapidly had 
caused the commission to accelerate its 
program, though the original goal of 500 
ships in ten years has not been changed. 

To date 36 vessels of the 141 have been 
lnunched, of which number 20 have been 
placed in operation. A number of addi- 
tional launchings scheduled will raise the 
number of vessels in the water to 42. 
First of these is the Shooting Star, C-2 
cargo ship, which will be launched 10 
Jan. at Tampa Shipbuilding and Engi-
